LORD TENNYSON’S LATEST PRODUCTION. 


Thé Laureate Receives $45 a Word for a 
Little Poem. 

Nzw York, Feb. 27.—([Special.]—A local 
paper today gives the first publication in 
America of anew poem by Lord Tennyson. 
It is entitled To Sleep.“ It is rather curious 
to note that had his latest bit of verse been a 
barrel of pork it could not have been treated 
in a more commercial spirit. Lord Tenny- 
son arranged for its sale to a certain famous 
publishing house in England, which sold the 
right to print it to a London paper, and sep- 
arately to each large city.in Great Britain. 
Australia also purchased the privilege and the 
local paper took the exclusive right for the 
United States. A conservative estimate based 
on the sume paid in England and America in- 
dicates that Lord Tennyson was paid for the 
poem at the rate of about $45 a word.

If Mr. Mills were to have* his way there 
would be immediately a bitter competition 
between the manufacturers of the United 
States and those of other European countries. 
The gentleman from Texas does not believe 
that, as the result of such a commercial war- 
fare, the American manufacturers would flood 
the English market with hundreds of millions 
of dollars’ worth of their cheap goods and 
us deprive ten million English —operati ves 
and their families—of the means of living. 
He knows very well that if there were any 
likelihood of such a thing happening England 
would build up a tariff wall and protect itself 
thus.against American cheap labor. It could 
not afford to havea third of its population 
left destitute. 

Free trade means for America the destruc- 
tion of all except the crudest and simplest of 
its industries and the throwing out of work of 
the men and women engaged in them. There 
would be no more New Jersey silks; France 
would supply them. There would be no more 
American home-made woolens: England and 
Germany would divide the American market 
between them. There would be no more 
American cottons, except of the .coarsest 
kinds; England would make all the better 
goods. ‘There would be no more Connecticut 
hardware or cutlery; Germany and England 
would supply all that was needed. 

But since England would abandon free 
trade in a moment if it saw its great indus- 
tries were imperiled by the influx of the 
| cheaper goods of other nations why should the 
United States. abandon protection when to do 
so would be to obliterate its industries? 
‘Either that or the American workingmen 
would have to come down to the wage level of 
foreign competitors. Were this to happen a 
fieree commercial war would be begun, which, 
though not bloody, would cost many lives. 
The foreign manufacturers would force down 
wages just a little more. The Americans 
would follow suit. This would be kept up uh- 
til one country reached the point where labor 
could approach no nearer starvation than it 
had done and would give up the fight. 

That is the kind of warfare Mr. Mills wishes 
the United States to engage in. It may be 
that the voters, in their resentment against 
the mill bosses, will decide to do so. Only 
one good thing can result, and that will be 
the utter destruction of the Democratic par- 
ty. When the people see, as they will almost

Sec, 1. That the gold and silver dollars and 
half-dollars eoimed by the United States shall be 
and the same are hereby declared to be a full 
legal tender for all debté and dues made and en- 
tered into by any person, corporation, company, 


or copartnership within this State, and all con- 


tracts specially made and entered into by any 
party whose contracts are to be enforced under 
the laws of this State are hereby prohibited and 
shall be void in law. 


If there be no stumptail ing of silver the bill 
offered by Elder would be superfluous, If, 
on the contrary, the lawmakers of the United 
States try to achieve the impossible task of 
increasing the value of silver bullion by one- 
third the bill would do harm, and not good. 
It may be stated for the information of 
Messrs. Elder, Peffer, Simpson, Mrs. Lease, 
and others of their low grade of intellectu- 
ality that the way to bring round an era of 
gold contracts isto stumptail the currency, 
and that if they succeed in the attempt to 
force a depreciated dollar on the country 
neither they nor any other power can prevent 
a general resort to the making of contracts to 
pay future indebtedness in gold. At least 
the only alternative would be a complete 
avoidance by lenders of the area in which 
such a ridiculous law was in force. The 
agitators need to be informed that they and 
their fellow disturbers aré the sole causes of 
the movement to make contracts to pay in gold. 
If they would stop hatching and advocating 
their schemes for driving all the gold out of 
the country and replacing it by a stumptail 
silver dollar worth only 75 cents there would 
be no further reference to gold contracts ex- 
cept as a matter of history. The gold con- 
tract is simply the result of a determination 
on the part of capitalists not to lend money 
and then be deliberately swindled out of a 
quarter of ite amount, and if the cause were 
removed the effect would have no further rea- 
son to exist. These donkeys might just as 
well cut down by a fourth part the pound and 
the bushel, and then pass a law réquiring that 
buyers shall pay for the reduced weight and 
the smaller measure exactly the same prices 
they used to pay for the larger quantity. 

Perhaps it is not to be wondered at that 
there are in the world people so utterly desti- 
tute of principle as to demand the passage of 
a law which will enable present debtors to 
swindle their creditors out of 25 per cent of 


the indebtedness. Evidently there are such 


people in the world, or we should not witness 
the current efforꝰ to legislate for an era of 
stumptail silver. Butitis almost inconceiv- 
able that they can be such idiots as to suppose 
they can pass laws for forcing capitalists to 
voluntarily accept the same terms on transac- 
tions to be made in the future. The exhibi- 
tion of such a species of lunacy rather entitles 
them to a place in the asylum than to seats 
in the legislative councils of a State or the 
Nation. It“ is a form of crankiness which con- 
stitutes them dangerous characters, not fit to 
be at large among well-meaning citizens. At 
least they ought to be at once retired to the 
privacy of farm, where they could harm- 
lessly vent their lunatic theories on the ani- 
mals or the heads of waving grass and grain. 
It would be only the truth if they should ob- 
tain from the latter some such remark as was 
said to have been made in the olden time by 
the reeds about King Midas, that he had the 
ears of an ass. 


SHABBY TREATMENT OF THE EMPRESS 
FREDERICK, 

Tt will not add to the reputation for courtesy 

and gallantry which the French hitherto have 
enjoyed the unwise and ungracious treatment 
to which the Parisians have subjected the Em- 
press Frederick. Her specific object in visit- 
ing Paris was to obtain paintings and other 
works of art for the Berlin exhibition, but be- 
hind this there was unquestionably the earnest 
desire not only upon her own part, but also 
upon the part of her son, the Emperor, to 
help conciliate France and te make a breach 
in the long-time enmity between the two 
countries In making such a visit for such a 
purpose she manifested a degree of courage, 
of magnanimity, and of courtesy which was 
deserving of better treatment. 

The Parisians not only have been most un- 
gallant, but most unwise in refusing to con- 
cede to her requests and in adding to this ro- 
fusal the dignity of insults to a lady as a 
method of displaying their dislike of Ger- 
many. It will tend to irritate the English, 
who will not regard with complacency the 
slights put upon their Queen's daughter, and 
in any future trouble between France and 
Gerniany it will put the former between two 
fires. The Empress Frederick is an ugexcep- 
tionable lady in all respects. She is nota 
German. Her husband was much kinder in 
his ‘feelings towards France than his father, 
for the latter had good reason for enmity, grow 
ing out of past wars and out of the inaulting 
treatment of his own mother by Napoleon. 
But had the Emperor Frederick lived he would 
have been animated by a kindly spirit toward 
the French and would have made radical ad- 
vances toward a policy of conciliation. Their 
conduct is unwise also because the present 
Emperor has manifested a disposition to bring 
about hindlier feelings between the two coun- 
tries—a course which he cannot ba, expected 


to follow any longer now tkat the French have 


deliberately insulted his mother while bent 
upon an errand of courtesy.

THE ARAB POWER BREAKING UP. 

The crushing defeat of Osman Digma and 
the dispersion of his army apparently end the 
Soudanese rebellion for the present. Whether 
it will be a permanent settlement of the trouble 
remains to be seen, however, for Osman 
Digma in the past has shown remarkable re- 
cuperative power. During the last seven 
years he has been defeated several times and 
apparently crushed. He was beaten at Tokar, 
where he Idst his battle recently, in 1888, and 
shortly afterwards the British and Egyptians 
under Baker Pasha and Col. Burnaby admia- 
istered another overwhelming defeat to his 
forces at Ei Teb. Nevertheless from that 
time to this h has come up from the South 
with fresh forces and has succeeded in giving 
the Khedive great trouble. His continuous 
defeats of late do not seem to have obscured 
the remembrance of his earlier victories, and 
he has had no diffictilty in recruiting fresh 
forces from among the Arab fanatics of the 
Soudan, whose hatred of the Egyptians and 
the Christians apparently is insurmountable. 

A peculiar feature of the battle at Tokar 
was the bravery and enthusiasm displayed by 
the Egyptian troops. It wasin striking con- 
trast with the conduct of the same troops 
when led by the brave and unfortunate Arabi 
Pasha. Since that time the fellaheen evi- 
dently have made a great advance, for in this 
battle They foughg against superior numbers. 
Much of their success doubtless is due to the 
fact that they were led by British officers, but 
the splendid account they gave of themselves 
goes to show that when properly drilled, dis- 
ciplined, and handled the down-trodden fellah 
becomes a dangerous enemy. 

It has been surmised that the present move- 
ments against Osman Digma were in the in- 
terests of a British conquest of the Soudan, 
and that in case of the defeat of the Arabs a 
force would move up the Nile into the Mahdi’s 
dominions. This, however, is shown to 
be incorrect by the reply of the Political 
Secretary of the Foreign Office in Parliament 
to Mr. Morley, that the operations of the 
Egyptian army did not mean the eventual re- 
acquisition of the Soudan, that the occupation 
of Tokar was necessary to protect Suakim and 
its trade, and that no further advance would 
be made into the interior. It amounts, there- 
fore, merely to h. ing down of another 
Arab uprising, and strikes another blow at the 
Arab power. Sooneror later that power must 
be overthrown, for civilization is fast closing 
in around the equatorial regions of Africa 
and preparing to enter ir in and take possession: 


PROJECTILES AND ARMOR PLATES. 

The Board of Naval Offcers at last has 
made its report on the comparative merits of 
armor plates based upon the experiments last 
fall at Annapolis with the nickel-steel com- 
pound, all steel, and steel facings. It will be 
remembered that at that time the projectiles 
passed through the ‘steel facings and their 
backings, that the all-steel plates cracked 
badly, and the nickel-steel compound did not 
crack at all, Hence the preference is given 
to the latter. The projectile used in these 
experiments was the Holzer 6-inch armor- 
piercing shell, weighing 100 pounds, and hav- 
ing a velocity at the moment of striking of 
2,075 feet per second. Orders have been 
given also for the construction of these 
projectiles. ! 

The adoption of this armor-plating and these 
projectiles marks another step forward in 
naval defense, and the results of the experi- 
ments have aroused apprehensions on the part 
of European nations that their fleets are but 
poorly protected with the old-fashioned steel 
armor. But if improvements in the velocity 
and destructive power of projectiles continue 
at the present rate how long will it be before 
the apparently resjistless nickel-steel com- 
pound will prove to be as ineffective 
as the steel plates are now against 
the Holzer shell? When the Graydon 
dynamite gun, projecting 600 pounds 
of dynamite three miles in thirty seconds, is 


perfected, of what avail will the nickel-steel . 


plates be to vessels? Indeed, of what avail 
will any armor plating be against the Bush- 
nell-Ericsson submarive gun which is in- 
tended to throw 400 pounds of nitro-glycerine 
under water a distance of a thousand feet, the 
vessel which carries it in the meantime having 
80 little of its hull exposed as to offer no tar- 


get to the enemy? Improvements in long 


range guns and high power explosives 
are proceeding much more rapidly than 
improvements. in armor plates. The latter 
may answer for shore defenseg but it is 
evident that swift cruisers with these dyna- 
mite guns, charged with terrible explosives of 
melanite, emmonsite, dynamite, or some other 
„ite of equally destructive power are to be 
the future reliance of the country upon the 
ocean, instead of the battleships which are 
urged by Rear Admiral Baine. These cruis- 
ers not only will be able to run down, cap- 
ture, and destroy an enemy’s mercantile 
marine, but when properly armed and han- 
died will destroy the heaviest battle-ship in 
the world. If Admiral Baine were aboard the 
latter it would be so much the worse for him.

Lansmcen has given to the profession 
the formula by which he treate tuberculosis 
with injections of a solution of the canthari- 
date of potash. The solution is composed of 
two-tenths of a gramme of cantharidine, or 
the substance of the Spanish fly that is used in 
medicine, and four-tenths of a gramme of hy- 
drate of potash, or three-tenths of a gramme 
of hydrate of natron, or nitri. The manner of 
preparing the ingredients so as to form the 
solution also is given, with accurate weights 
and measurements, so that any physician, with 
the formula before him and an intelligent 
druggist at hand, will have no difficulty in 
preparing and using the remedy. In this 
respect it differs from the Koch lymph, which 
was kept as a secret and could only be pro- 
cured by sending to Berlin. It also differs 
from it in another material respect—namely: 
that while Koch’s lymph has killed the pa- 
tient in many cases the Liebrich solution has 
proved itself harmless and its effects are easily 
borne by patients upon whom it has been 
used. While the solution is yet in its tenta- 
tive stage, it thus far has commended itself to 
the profession, and as its operation is harm- 
less, whether it cure or not, it should not be 
long, now the formula is given to the world, | 
before its actual value as a remedy is estab- 
lished. It is creditable in the highest degree 
to the German scientists, the unwearying skill 
and patience with which they have addressed 
themselves to the task of discovering the cure 
for this terrible scourge of mankind. If there 
is any remedy in chemistry they are bound to 
find it, and it adds to their magnanimity that 
they are working not for gain but for the alle- 
viation of suffering and the Saige of the hu- 
man race.

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PRINCIPAL EVENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Work of the Architects, Action of Officials, 
and Settlement of the Labor Questioa. 
Two distinct events stand out in the prog- 

ress of the Exposition during the last week. 

One is the adoption of designs for the World’s 

Fair buildings in Jackson Park, and the other 


is the determinatinr on the part of the Na- 


tional Commission and its officers to stand by 
the World’s Fair regardiess of any action 
which Congress may take. 

The building designs were brought to Chica- 
go early in the week by the Commission of 
Architects and the sketches have been ap- 
proved and commented upon with favor by 
all of the authorities empowered to pass upon 
them. The architects, it may be said, are 
among the most eminent representatives ‘of 
the profession in the country, and they have 
prepared designs which competent critics de- 
clare to be superior to the buildings at the 
Paris Exposition. The comparisons are made 
by those who have attended the latter exposi- 
tion and speak from the standpoint of com- 
petent critics. The architects themselves are 


| unanimous in their expressions of the superi- 


ority of the buildings. 
About $10,000,000 will. be expended on their 


| construction, A large portion of the material 


used will be staff, and the effects secured will 
be similar to that produced by the use of 
granite. There will be many different shad- 
ings, but a harmonious blending - throughout 
will be preserved. 1 

The architects adjourned Thursday and will 
begin drawing final sketches on which build- 
ing estimates may be figured: Within a 
month a number of the sketches will be com- 
plete and building may begin about June 1. 

The Lake-Front is as nearly abandoned as 
‘appears to be possible, The only thing which 
is seriously considered in connection with it is 
that it shall be suitably ornamented with 
grass, fountains, statuary, flowers, shrubs, and 
trees.
